Extreme distrust of the Carraunzn gov-
ernment and dissatisfaction with that eoun-
try's attitude toward the war hiove causod
the United Stutes to refure the argent np-
peals made by Mexico for about 15000,
000 bushel: of corn, and only BG0000 bush-
ols will be permitied to the Rio
Grande,

The Carranza government has (or some
weeks been pleading with the United States
for 15,000,000 bushels of corn, on nccount
of the fallure of the Mexican corn crop
through frost.

The War Industries Honrd has issued a
license for shipment of 600000 hushels of
corn. to Mexleo at once, sufficlent, it is he-
Heved, to stave off starvation for a time,

United Btates officials pervonally would
like to grant the plea for 20,000,000 bushs-
ela, but conditions In Mexdien hinve become
quite eritical within the last two months,
nnd there 1s gruve danger that foodstuffs
will fall Into the handg of bandits or dis-
honest officlals,

Reports, more or less authentle, have
reached the American oMelals that food
aupplies are belng smuggled out of Mexlea
to Germany by gome oorrupt und selfish
Mexican officials while thousands of Mexi-
onns are threatened with deuth by star-
vation.
